Prather Over W. H. Swift — Butler and 
the Mayor Have an Exciting Discussion 
—Great Excitement Over the Appoint- 
ment of the Standing Committees—Pro- 
ceedings in Detail—Convention Chat. 


Before 9 o’clock this morning the victors 
and the vanquished Democrats began to as- 
semble in groups about the down-town rally- 
ing points to discuss the work laid out for the 
Democratic Convention. Well, we downed 
'em, They laid us out, We give it to 
em, ' were the brief exchanges of sentiments 
that told howthe day went in the various 
wards yesterday. Joe Judge, Chair- 
man of the Central Committee, re- 
ceived much sympathy from his 
political friends. Therow in the Nineteenth 
was the topic of discussion on all sides. Judge 
said he was satisfied with escaping with his 
life, and had not givenupthe fight. He was 
glad to get out of the poll with his life. To 
beinasmall room with a hundred fighting 
toughs throwing hand grenades, ard only de- 
fended by six policemen, is findine oneself in 
a tight box, said Committeeman Judge this 
morning, reviewing his thrilling expe- 
riences in the Nineteenth Ward yesterday. 
Everybody wanted to know who was on top 
but no one could tell. Noonan’s friends 
claimed that they would lead in the commit- 
tee, Butler's crowd held a caucus last night 
inthe headquarters adjoining the Standard 
Theater and on hearing reports from 
the various wards, concinded that 
they were in the lead. It was pretty generally 
understood that the Administration’s friends 
could unite witb either Butler or Noonan and 
run the Convention and obtain controlof the 
Central Committee. The Noonan and 
Francis men were ready to work 
together if the Butler faction 
proved too strong in the Convention, into 
which the leaders went this morning, ignorant 
of what forces they really had. Chairman 


Judge was asked what he thought was the 
meaning and result of the apa ap and he 
said: We have been out all night trying to 
find out, and if you eau do so now you’lldo 
more than we could.“ 

THE CENTRAL COMMITTEE. 

A meeting of the out-going Democratic City 
Central was called for 10:30 u. m. at the head- 
quarters at Sixth and Pine streets, but at that 
hour only eleven of the delegates reported, 
and for wantof aquorum the committee ad- 
journed to Entertainment Hall without trans. 
acting any business. Both the new and old 
committees will meet on Thursday night. 

THE CONVENTION. 

The delegates to the Democratic City Con- 
vention were strung along Fourteenth street 
from Washington avenue to Olive street at 10 
o' clock this morning, but it was 11:45 o’clock 
before Chairman Jos. Judge of the Central 
Committee and a force of deputy criers stand- 
ing atthe door succeeded in inveigling the 
delegates into Entertainment Hall, in Exposi- 
tion Building. 

In calling the Convention to order, Chair- 
man Jos. Judge said: 

It has been customary for the Chairman of 
the Democratic Central Committee to call this 
body to order for- organization, and I do so 
with the earnest hope that the deliberations 
of this convention shall be harmonious and 
orderly. | 

Asthe call forthe convention indicates we 
have met to select seven candidates for the 
City Council—six to serve for four years and 
one to fill the unexpired term of Judge Sed- 
don. 

It will also be the duty of the respective 
delegations, composing this convention, to 
select a committeeman from each ward to 
serve until the next general’ election 
in the fall of 88. You are to 
act, not alone for the Democratic party, 
but for the interest of all our citizens 
who demand of you honest legislation and an 
impartial enforcement of laws. In selecting 
your candidates, then you should be guided 
only by an earnest desire to secure honest 
and capable men who truly represent Demo- 
cratic principles, by which alone this city and 
State can surely prosper. 

Let me nowon behalf of the Central Com- 
mittee surrender to you the trust confided to 
it buta few months ago, with the proud con- 
sciousness of having well performed our duty 
in the fight we conducted. 

When the smoke and dust had cleared away 
we found but one gallant hero had fallen in 
the fray. In surrendering to yon the respon- 
sibiligy reposed in us we demand of you to 
apna those principies for which we fought 
and ask that your actidOn to-day shall be such 
as will not rob us of the fruits of the victories 
of the last two years. Nominate winners. 
Nominate men uncontaminated and in every 
way worthy to bear the standard of Dem- 
ocracy.

COMMITTEE ON PERMANENT ORGANIZATION. 

Just after recess wus taken and after an 
hour’s skirmish between the Francis and 
Noonan men, the Committee on Permanent 
Organization elected F. X. McCabe, a Francis 
adherent, Committee Chairman and J. B. 
O’Meara, a Noonan man, Secretary. 
The contest over the chairmanship of the con- 
vention was comparatively short and resulted 
ip the selection of J. G. Prather over Wm. IH. 
Swift. Mayor Francis’ friends regard Swift’s 
defeatas a great victory for them, and re- 

oice in the election of Prather. 

here can be no doubt that so far as the or- 
ganization of the convention is concerned 
the Francis men achieved the first success of 
the day. Mayor Francis, when he heard of 
Prather’s selection, said: ‘‘Oh, that’s all 
right, and just as it should be.’’ 

Judge J. E. McKeighan and F. X. McCabe 
were elected vice-presidents, and J. W. 
O'Connell, Wm. Fitzgerald, Chas. Wells and 
R. W. Goode secretaries. Alex. Skidmore was 
chosen for sergeant- at- arms. 

The committee decided to recommend that 
the convention stand on the National and 
State platform, and, after agreeing to recom- 
mend the election of the permanent officers as 
mentioned above, arose to report to the con- 
vention. 

COMMITTEE ON CREDENTIALS. 

When the Committee on Credentials met 
Dr. Lutz was nominated for Chairman. C. C. 
Rainwater was then placed in nomination, but 
deciined, stating that it was customary to give 
the nomination to the party first nominated. 
Dr. Lutz was accordingly made Chairman. 
It was decided that the contesting delegations 
should have ten minutes each to present con- 
tests, but whenthe Fourth Ward was reached 
the committee could arrive at no conclu- 
sion. Mr. Maftitt moved that none of the 
delegations be seated. This was lost. A aub- 
stitute by Maj. Rainwater to give the Lane, 
Cooney and Lenart delegations two members 
each was then carried. 

The Sixth Ward contest wascalled. In this 
Central Committeemen John Ernst, Dave 
Ring and Dan Murphy were the contestarts, 
Murphy representing the city administration. 
He presented the certificate of the judges 
showing the highest number of votes and was 
seated on a vote.

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THE MAYOR AND ED BUTLER. 


They Disagree About Bill Swift—Francis 
Visits Jimmie Moore. 


When the Convention took a recess to-day 
the friends of the city administration were 
well pleased with the indications. They 
claimed that a call of the committees just ap- 
pointed, would show they had sixteen wards. 
Yesterday a spirited interview took place at 
the City Hall between Ed Butler and 
Mayor Francis. Butler talked of Wm. 


H. Swift for Permanent Chairman, and 
mentioned it to the Mayor, who said he would 
not favor Swift’s selection. Several parties 
were present at the interview, Mayor Francis 
said: ‘‘Mr. Swift has been going about town 
talking about me and the present administra- 
tion of muncipal affairs.

Its method of a gives it 
its name, as in feeding it uses the long tail 
— * surface x = water, 
while it swims r y decreasing 
circles around a shoal of fishes, which are 
thus kept so crowded together as to fall 
an easy prey to their enemy.

Ina conversation with Morley, 
three days aco, he expressed to me the con- 
viction that the Liberals are in for five or six 
years’ hard fighting before home rule will be 
conceded.

THE GAME IS OUP, 
Itellyou. Youcannot carry it on. Grant, on 
the other hand, that if any billis introduced 
cutting down rents; that bayonets and 
buckshot are freely employed in 
order to flay the tenants alive, 
and that you may extract the last 
farthing of legal rent, what would be the re- 
sult? Simply that you will ruin the working of 
an agricultural county by selling the very 
tools without which they cannot make their 
land yield anything at all. In short, you will 
kill the goose that lays the golden egg. 
Whichever way you turn, the situation in 
Ireland is far too serious to be trifled with by 
politicians for five or six years. Weshall have 
home rule in two years, with or without co- 
ercion.

So fur, I think, ‘Seven Lamps 
of Architecture’ has done the best. The 
author's clear profits from the editions I have 
published of that book have amounted to

A DASTARDLY OUTRAGE. 

QUEBEC, March 23.—The cityis all excite- 
ment over a dastardly outrage committed last 
night. While the French portion of the Salva- 
tion Army were at worship in the Jeffrey Hale 
School Hall, an explosion occurred in front of 
the building and immediately underneath a 
window from which a pane of glass was miss- 
ing. The explosion completely wrecked the 
front of the building, filled it with smoke, and 
extinguished the gas, leaving the place in 
utter darkness. The inmates were nearly 
frightened to death, the women fainting and 
screaming and men rushing to and froin the 
greatest excitement, unable to realize what 
had really occurred. When an investigation 
could be made it was discovered that no per- 
sons had been killed, but that twoor three bad 
been seriously injured. It seems alimost a 
miracle that the building was not entirely 
blown to pieces and alithe inmates killed. It 
is conjectured thatthe intention was to have 
the bomb explode inside the building and that 
it was dropped by the villain while he was at- 
tempting to get it through the broken pane. 
The conspirators are believed to be young men 
belonging to the higher class. 


. DISASTROUS COMPETITION. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, March Commander 
Gordon, who, for the past three years, has 
had charge of the Hudson Bay expeditions, 
in his report to the Government draws atten- 
tion to the large number of United States 
whalers and other American vessels which 
frequent the waters of the bay for fishing and 
walrus-hunting, which, he says, also carry on 
extensive trading among the natives to the in- 
jury of the Hudson Bay Company. Every United 
States whaler, he says, is an unlicensed trader, 
and competes with the Hudson Bay Company, 
which has to pay duty on all the articles they 
dispose of in the way oftrade. The Dominion 
Government have the matter under consider- 
ation endeavoring to devise some means by 
which the encroachment of the fishery grounds 
may be prevented. They hold that the same 
restrictive regulations which exclude Ameri- 
can fishing vessels from other waters of the 
Dominion apply equally tothe Hudson Bay. 
The great difficulty inthe way of extending 
the protective service to these Northern 
waters is the enormous expense it would en- 
tail to keep asufficient number of crusers 
there to enfore the law. 

STRONG LIBERAL OPPOSITION. 

TORONTO, Ont., March 23.—A noted Liberal 
made aspeechinthe Assembly yesterday de- 
nouncing the proposition of tue leader of the 
Government which, he said, tended toward a 
legislative union of the provinces. In the

The Lindell Railway Company Proposes to 
Meet Competition—Walsh’s Plan. 


The necessity for a new motor power on the 


| street railways of the city has led the Lindell 


Railway Company to take a decisive step in 
calling a meeting of the stockholders of the 
company for to-morrow to consider a propo- 
sition to.increase the capital stock ot the 
company from $600,000 to $800,000, to 
issue bonds to the amount of $500,000 to afford 
the means for a change in the motive 


power. The Lindell Railway proper consists 
of 3% miles of double track, while 
the Fourteenth street branch or 
blue line! consists of 2% miles of 
double track, a total of 6 1-12 miles. The 
cost of a cable is estimated at $70,000 per mile, 
with an additional $10,000 per mile for 

The cost of putting 

cable would be be- 
tween $475,000 and $500 , 000 at the 
minimum. Until the Cable & Western Rail- 
way Company’s road was started the Lindell 
Company paid 2 per cent quarterly on $600,000 
capital stock besides interest on $78,000 bonds. 
Since the cable road started the Lindell has 
missed some dividends. It paid its January 
dividend, however. If the Julien motor, which 
is described in another column, is not success- 
fully applied, a cable, it is estimated, will re- 
duce operating expenses in proportion from 
78 to 50. The majority of the Lindell Railway 
stock is held or controlled by W. A. Harga- 
dine, Hugh McKittrick and the Crow estate.

The Mother Who Patiently Waited for Her 
Boys Who Never Came.

Do you see that house up the road!“ 
asked the old man, pointing with his 
finger. “Well, stranger, right by that 
window thar by the chimney is a vacant 
chair. Not mor’n a week ago the dear old 
woman who sot in that chair, right by

4 told my old ’oman I was afeered that 
nigger had bad news for our neighbors, 
and so it was, for no sooner than he’d got 
to the house I hered screams and hollerin, 
and me and the old ’oman put out 
over thar, and what I seed then makes 
me know war's a bad thing, mister; war's 
a bad thing.“ 


“Then;” said the old man, ‘thar was 
more fighten and the army it went into Ma- 
ryland, and our neighbors they’d sorter 
calmed themselves in their anxiety for the 
other three sons, and the army it come 
outen Maryland, and then pretty soon we 
hered of a big fight at Fredericksburg, 
and a few nights arter I was settin’ right 
here in this piaza alone, and I hered Jim 
start from the Squire’s agin, and as he 
went down across the field yonder he was 
singin’: 

I cannot work until to-morrow, 
Because the tear drops flow: 

But I'll try to drive away my sorrow 
Pickin’ on de old banjo. 

And then he'd blow his quills and then 
sing another verse till he’d get over yon- 
der to our neighbors, and then I listened 
to hear any weeping, ifhe carried bad 
news, but thar was no fuss this time, but 
I went over thar, me and the ‘old ’oman,’ 
and when we got close to the house 
we seed the spinnin’ wheels nor 
the loom warn’t running, and we 
knowed something was wrong, and sure 
enough the letter brought the news that 
two of the boys—thetwo middle ones, Bob 
and John—had been killedin the battle, 
and there was only one left—William, the 
youngest; and that poor family was too 
sad to weep; they couldn’t cry; they were 
huddled down in the middle of the room 
on the floor, leaning one upon the other, 
and not a word 122 they.

The head is 
unusually large. It was in early youth 
covered with thick black hair. The brow 
is lofty and broad and very expressive. 
The complexion is white almost as wax 
and gives the face a look of wonderful 
delicacy, The face is the most expres- 
sive in the House of Commons. 
It reflects every emotion as 
clearly aud rapidly as a summer lake 
its summer sky. When Mr. Gladstone is 
angry his brow is clouded and his eyes 
shine.

His air is joyous if 
things go well, and mournful when things 
go ill; though when the final trial comes 
and he stands convinced that he must 
meet absolute and resistless defeat, he 
looks out with dignified tranquility. All 
the passions of the human soul shine forth 
by his look and gesture. His voice is pow- 
erful, and at the same time can be soft, 
can rise in menace or sink inentreaty. He 
speaks with considerable vehemence and 
gesticulates freely.

STONEWALL JACKSON’S WAR-HORSE, 


The Skin of the Historic Animal Stuffed 
and on Exhibition. 


From the Washington Tost. 

eee in the studio of Frederick Se 
Webster, the taxidermist, is“ Old Sorrel, 
the war-horse of Stonewall“ Jackson. 
The stuffed figure of the famous animal 
is placed in an attitude of attention, with 
head and ears erect. 

„Old Sorrel’’ had a most eventful his- 
tory. His birth was obscure, but at 
an early age he was selected, with a 
number of other horses, after the battle 
of Manassas, for the service of the United 
States and was enroute to Washington 
when the train was captured near Harper’s 
— by a party of Confederates com- 
manded by Stonewall“ Jackson. From 
among the lot of horses Gen. Jackson 
singled out Old Sorrel” for his own and 
paid to the quartermaster $150 for the 
privilege ot owning him. 

With the natural intelligence which 
always characterized him, *‘Old Sorrel’’ 
immediately renounced allidea of Federal 
allegiance and forthe rest of the war 
faithfully served his master and the Con- 
federacy. With the exception of the 
campaign in Maryland, Gen. Jackson 
rode this horse in every battle and on 
every march from the time he obtained 
him until hereached Chancellorsville, and 
there received the fatal bullet, still seated 
on Old Sorrel’s” back. On that event- 
ful night, when the hero of the Southern 
Confederacy fell wounded to death, the 
horse was lost, and fora day or two was 
thought to have been captured by the 
Federal forces until he was picked up by 
Gen. J. E. B. Stuart. Old Sorrel’? was 
then sent to Mrs. Jackson, who took him 
with her to North Carolina, and subse- 
quently to Richmond, where he received 
orn better attention than any living 

orse. During the New Orleans Exposi- 
tion he was placed on exhibition there, 
and on his return was presented to R. E. 
Lee Camp of Confederate Veterans and 
placed at the Confederate Soldiers’ Home 
where he died at the advanced age of 38 
years on the lith of March, 1586. The

THE HOUSE AND TREATIES. 

From the First Congress to the Forty- 
ninth the House has asserted its right to 
a voice in the ratification of commercial 
treaties affecting the revenues. Just be- 
fore the recent adjournment Chairman 
TUCKER of the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee made a report denying the right 
of the Senate to continue the reciprocity 
treaty with the Sandwich Islands without 
the consent of the House. 

The sole power of the President and 
Senate to make commercial treaties, is 
hardly consistent with the sole power of the 
House to originate revenue bills, or with 
the power of the whole Congress to regu- 
late commerce with foreign nations. 
Under these conflicting grants of power 
the President and Senate can by treaty 


commerce with foreign nations or raising 
arevenue from imports; for the Consti- 
tution sets treaties above Congressional 
statutes, and the courts dare not enforce 
the latter where they conflict with the 
former. So treaties can be enforced with- 
out the consent of the House, and its pro- 
test amounts to nothing except where new 
legislutive action by the whole Congress is 
required to enforce a treaty. 

In such a case the House can defeat the 
required legislation and thus defeat the 
enforcement of the treaty. This would 


by the authorized treaty-making power, 
but if the House chooses to make its power 
felt to that extent as a check upon the 
Senate’s attempts to regulate commerce 
without consulting the House. there is no 
such thing as a mandamus to control the 
voting in the latter body. 

This is about all the practical signifi- 
cance there is in the protest of the House 
against the extension of the Hawaiian 
treaty by the authority of the President 
and Senate alone.

Attempt to © Assassinate Representative 
Bailey—Other Items of News. 


The attempt to assassinate Representative 
George S. Bailey of this city at Springfield 
last evening was the principal topic of con- 
versation here this morning. Mr. Bailey was 
walking up the steps to the verandah of the 
Elder House when the assassin sprang up 
from his place of concealment on the left side 
of the steps, and fired. His aim was good and 


the bullet would have passed through 
the intended victim’s heart had it 
not been for two memorandum books 
and a House Record which the 


Representative had in his overcoat pocket. 
The bullet had spent its force when it passed 
through these, and Bailey was uninjured, al- 
though the shock caused him to reel and fall. 
He culled for his wife, who, with others, rushed 
out an instant after the report. The bullet 
was found among the papers in his pocket, 
and was badly flattened. From its weight it is 
believed that the revolver from which 
it was fired was a  22-caliber. The 
would-be assassin escaped. Several days 
ago Mr. Bailey intro uced a resolution 
in the House —— pr. the action of Repre- 
sentatives Roetrack and Burke in attending 
the funeral of the wife of Neebe, the Chicago 
anarchist. It is the general supposition that 
it is because of the stand he has taken aguinst 
anarchism that the attempt to take his life was 
made. This is the second unsucce at- 
tempt made to assassinate him.

: THE CIVIL Courts. 


An Important Decision in the Case of the 
Nevada Crossing Accident. 


Judge Barclay to-day rendered a decision of 
some importance in the suit of Mrs. Beeke, a 
widow, against the Missouri Pacific Railroad 
Company. The husband of the plaintiff was 
killed at a level crossing near Nevada. He Was 
at the time a passenger in a public stage on his 
way to Nevada. The railroad company claimed 
that his death was caused by the negligence 


of the driver of the stage in falling to exercise 
proper care by observing the rapidly ap- 
proaching train at the crossing and that such 
negligence was chargeable to the deceased 
and not to the company. At the trial of the 
case the Court overruled that contention and 
instructed the jury that if Mr. Becke 
was merely a passenger in the coach 
having no control over its management 
and his death resulted from the negligent 
management f the train, as the petition aj. 
leged, the negligence of the stage-driver 
would not preciude a recovery. Ihe jury 
found forthe widow and gave hera verdict 
for $5,000, which the court to-day sustains 
with the opinion that the principles of law de. 
clared tothe jury were correct. 

The decisions outside of Missouri are con. 
flicting on thesubject. The Supreme Court as 
yet bas expressed no opinion thereon. Judge 
Barclay holds the law to be that where, 
passenger on a public conveyance, over whoag 
management e has no control, is in. 
jured through the negligence of another

Since the publication of the PostT-DISPATCH 
some duys ago of the plan for getting the 
opinions of St. Louis Catholics on the form of 
the Pope’s memorial through the St. Vincent 
de Paul Societies, the subject has been widely 
discussed in and out of the conferences. 


The attitude of the German Catholics 
has not pet been definitely ascer- 
tained.
